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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to each of the independent claims appears to sufficiently modify the scope of the claims, thus, 
requiring a further search and/or consideration per the MPEP. The Applicant appears to have added that the movement of the player's 
element and the opponent's element are influenced by the geographic features of the map, however, previously only the combat between 
the player's was said to be influenced by the geographic features. Therefore, a further consideration and search are required.. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As discussed above with respect to box 3, the 
Applicant's after final rejection amendment appears to modify the scope of each claim by further limiting the claimed invention such that the 
movements of the player's element and opponent's element are postively influenced by the plurality of geographic features. While, the 
Examiner believes the applied prior art may be applicable to the added limitations, a further consideration and search are required. It should 
be noted that the Examiner, in an after final interview, did offer to change the rejections of the final office action from being based on 35 
U.S.C. 102 to being based on 35 U.S.C. 103, however, such only applied to the claims as filed April 10, 2008 (i.e. the claims examined in 
the final rejection). However the offer is moot in view of Applicant's amendment's the claims, where per the MPEP, a further consideration 
and new search are required. 
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
